On November 30, 1962, ^B^advised that overshadowing bZ 
other developments with regard t^uhe Cuban situation are the VflO 
continuing repercussions of the Russian backdown during the 
Cuban crisis in late October and early November, 1962, There 
was considerable loss of prestige, not only for the Cuban re- 
gime, but for the Communist Parties in Argentina, Brazil, and 
Uruguay and, in addition, for the anti-United States nationalist 
forces who supported Castro, 

The loss of prestige suffered by the Cuban regime 
stems chiefly from the manner in which Castro was completely 
ignored by both the United States and Russia with regard to 
the main points around which negotiations revolved, i. e,, 
removal of Russian miiiiles and the bombers from Cuba. The 
false claims to "autodetermination" and "sovereignty" of the 
Cuban people which had been cornerstones among the propaganda 
weapons used by the Cubans, Communists, and nationalists in 
winning sympathizers and supporters and which were exposed as 
false by these negotiations served to disillusion many who had 
been taken in by them. 

Communist Parties in the three countries are still at- 
tempting to recover from the impact of the Russian defeat in 
this situation, and their efforts to turn it into victory by 
presenting the Russian removal of its missiles and bombers as 
statesmanship which saved world peace have not proven very 
convincing . 

Nationalist groups /ane their leaders who have been 
supporting Castro were slmiliu^y placed on the spot. A leading 
example was J^u^^^y^^onelljlf&lzola of the State of Rio Grande 
do Sul» . Brazil, a violent ted s tates nauionairat 
"in many instances, including the/Cubatt situation; 1 has -followed 
the Communist Party line. Immediately following U. S. charges 
that missile bases had been established by the Russians, Brizola 
attempted to discredit thes^e cnarges and supported the Cuban 
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regime. When the Russians admitted to having missiles in Cuba, 
Brizola publicly condemned them for having "used Cuba as a mere 
cold war tool." 


With further regard to Brizola' s reaction, the "Brazil 
Herald," English language newspaper of Rio de Janeiro, in its 
edition of October 31# 1962, quoted him as adding the following 
to the above comment: 

"Khrushchev has shown his contempt for Cuban 
self-determination. He has dishonored and 
hurt the revolution which aroused so many hopes 
in Latin America. What he did must be repelled 
by all nationalists. Our fight is against 
spoliation of our peoples and for preservation 
of their sovereignty. It does not matter whether 
spoliation is committed by Americans or Russians." 

In the opinion of^|B if "the United States follows I ? 
through firmly on the Cuban question, the Cuban-Russian defeat 
will become consolidated in the minds of Latin Americans, but 1 - 
if the United States resorts to a policy of vacillation and 
uncertainty and permit the rehabilitation of Castro and his 
regime to occur, the gains made will be lost.

what is inside of them. According to information, they are 
anti-ship and anti-aircraft missiles which can also be used 
for a landing. In the Las Villas Province, in the Itabe Farm, 
27 Ions, from Sagua to the side of the road, or that is, 3 
Ions, from same, which is adjacent to the Socorro Farm 3 tons, 
from Cifuentes, they are building something big, hidden in 
a kind of tunnel 40' wide by 200 to 300 1 long, with a 
concrete fence made in Russia. These fences are placed on 
the ground, fused and then, placed upright. They plant corn 
around it and the entrances are next to a mountain which 
leads out to a plateau adjacent to a hill. In the Purio 
Central, in the La cantera Mountains, they are building 
something similar between Calabazar de Sagua and Encrucijada 
and that area is still full of Russians. I do not know what 
the O.A*S, is waiting for to end the Castroite Communists*, 
Soviet’s and Chinese’s lies, which have been going on for 
a great many years. I can assure you that there are missile 
bases in Cuba and that they are in inaccessible areas. They 
are only accessible to the Russians and their employees. 
Mikoyan made a trip to Oriente in a helicopter to inspect 
the bases. I want the whole world to know that they are 
contacting Mexican, Haitian and other Latin American fishermen 
here in Cuba. They are planning to transport arms for the 
Revolution in the New World and if this is carried out, it 
would mean the same destruction that we are enduring in 
Cuba. According to what I have been told, the 1015 and 1021 
airplanes have a platform to carry bombs or small missiles, 
but with nuclear radioaction. The Communists here are very 
happy because Nikita Krushchev requested 30 days from Kennedy 
to take out the U-28 bombers. He will then have time in 
those thirty days to advance the defensive and offensive 
constructions, while the Americans believe Nikita’s promise 
of taking the missiles out of Cuba without it being true. 
According to the information we have, 86 missiles entered 
Cuba with trailers covered with canvas approximately 40 to 50' 
long and only 42 have been taken out to date. It is just 
like the Russians who came here. More than half are still 
here. They are building a tunnel to protect the Rancho 
Boyeros Airport beginning at the Nobo Cantera near Avenue 
100 in Marianao and going up to the Belen elevations where 
Salas Canlzares used to live. Tractors and dynamite drills 
are\ working there 24 hours a day. In El Mariel there is 
a tunnel which goes from the Naval School to Caimito. 
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"Well, I think that the Cubans are all going to 
die. The Cuban anti-Communists who are still here are 
sick from their nerves. Now, the government has a bullet-proof 
truck which travels throughout the Island picking up the 
counterrevolutionaries who have been sentenced to death* 

Then, they are taken away in the truck and shot. Then, when 
it is time to bury them, the truck has a drill for drilling 
wells or planting trees and they dig a hole 10* deep and 
34' wide and then, they bury the bodies th*ir heads down. 

Then, they cover them up with dirt and go over It two or 
three times with the truck so that the animals won't dig 
up the bodies. 

"Well, my friend, if we are lucky to see each othsr 
in Cuba someday, you will understand what I am telling you 
since this is nothing compared to what you will see then* 

"Regards to everyone from your friend whom you know,

"Note; My opinion, whatever use it may have, ia that the 
Americans lost their opportunity to take over Cuba in the 
last few months of the Eisenhower Administration which was 
when they took over the sugar refineries from the various 
firms, Cuban as well as foreign, and also the oil refineries. 
The Communist roots are firmly planted and embark all of 
America. That is why I find it difficult to believe that 
they can be uprooted in such little time. I hope that 
you will send this to Washington or wherever you think it 
might be useful to the democratic governments."

6 . The Political Situation in Cuba 


There are further straws 
in the wind suggesting that some- 
thing may be brewing within the 
Cuban leadership, possibly a major 
political decision. 

On 17 December, the Havana 
newspaper Revolucion carried the 
full text ot the 15 December 
Peiping People's Daily edito- 
rial, the most explicitly anti- 
Soviet statement yet published 
in Communist China. In the Sino- 
Soviet bloc, only North Korean 
and Albanian papers have re- 
printed the Chinese statement. 

It almost certainly could not 
have been reprinted in Havana 
without Fidel Castro's approval. 

A Western observer in Havana 
has commented that Revolucion 
reflected Castro's views more 
faithfully during the recent 
crisis than any other Havana 
d,lly ' 


Castro himself has been 
pointedly absent from public 
functions since Mikoyan's de- 
parture on 25 November. He has 
not been out of the limelight 
for so long a period since last 
February and March during the 
maneuvering that led up to the 
purge of veteran Communist Anibal 
Escalante, and has not made a 
public speech since 1 November . y ^ 
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He pointed out he served under the Castro forces 
because he felt at that time this was the most expedient means 
of overthrowing the Batista regime which most Cubans found 
ugfeeatrable at that time. 

In addition to his own activities he stated that all 
of the members, of his family supported Castro in the revolution 
against the Batista government . 

He said that When Castro initially came to power 
the social and economic conditions of the Cuban people were 
an Improvement over the conditions existing under Batista; 
however, he pointed out that subsequently Castro, through his 
subsequent activities, proved to be a Coranunisb. and a 
dictator than Batista* He said that the Idee, of real freedom 
for Idas Cuban people under Castro never, inf act, materialized. 
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He said that with contacts through his relatives 
he has been told that up to mid-November, 1962 missile bases 
were being maintained at Antllla, Cuba and that approximately 
5,000 Russians were quartered hear the B, S. Naval Base at 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba. He also learned from his relatives 
in Cuba that the Soviet military mission in Cuba was training 
Congolese troops in the hills of Cuba for guerrilla warfare* 

He said that with regard to the Soviet missiles 
|n Cuba he was told in mid-November, 1962 that some of the 
missiles have been returned to the Soviet Bhion by Soviet 
Ships; however, ha was also told that some of there Soviet 
missiles are still in Cuba and possibly stored in underground 
missile bases which have been constructed in the hills to 
avoid detection by aerial, photography* 
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identified

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He pointed out that also in mid-November, 1962 
he had been told that there was tight security existing at 
Camaiguay, Cuba and he felt, from his Information, that this 
area was an airport of military significance, as he was told 
that large Russian planes were seen landing and taking off 
in that approximate area. He had also been advised that the 
installation at Camaiguay was guarded by Soviet troops and 
that no one was allowed In the immediate area. 

He pointed out that he left Cuba as a stowaway 
to come to the 'United states in order to offer his services 
to anti-Castro groups forming in this country with the hope 
that in some way he may aid in the eventual, overthrow of the 
Castro regime. 
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On January 4, 1963, « source who la familiar with 
certain diplomatic oparatlona of the Caban revolutionary 
government and who hat furnished reliable information In the 
past, advised that daring the first part of January, 1963,. 
the Caban Embassy at Montevideo, Uruguay, made certain Infor- 
mation ava ilabl e to hr* HAUL IOA GAXCIA, Minister of Foreign 
Eolations (MXHKEX), Havana, Cobs, concerning observations 
with reference to the arrest of "alleged Caban agents" active 
in the United States* 

The foregoing communication was accompanied by 16 
newspaper clippings in the English and Spanish languages, 
apparently obtained from Uruguayan and Argentine publications* 
These newspaper clippings concerned the arrest of Caban 
diplomat EOgEETO SAHTIESTEBAH In Hew York daring the early 
part of HOvember, 1962, on the charge of "acting as a Cuban 
agent in the United States without having registered as such 
with the United States Department of Justice." These articles 
also refer to two other Individuals who were arrested in 
connection with the same offense, but these other Individuals 
had not entered the United States as representatives of the 
Cuban revolutionary government* 
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The Cuban Embassy in Montevideo, Uruguay, pointed 
oot to Dr f ROA that daring October, 1902, the Cuban Ambassador 
in Montevideo had directed a cosssonication to Dr. ROA alert- 
ing him as to the reaction of the United States Federal and 
local authorities towards individuals in the United States 
who enjoy diplonatic immunity. 

In the c o mm un ication of January, 1963, the Cuban 
Ambassador explained to Dr. ROA that it was obvious that the 
case of the Cuban diplomat "RSC" was mishandled by MINRX3L 
and that he was pieced into contact with "other Cubans who 
were^ reliable and willing to assist the cause of the Cuban 
revolution in the United States without properly checking 
with the United States State Department to determine whether 
his credentials had actually been accepted by the State 
Department." 

The Cuban Ambassador stated that he continues to 
insist that his observations regarding the United States' 
attitude towards Cuban diplomats who have actually been 
granted diplomatic immunity is correct and, as proof, he 
pointed out that one of the Cuba n diplomats uHo w as also 
involve^^th^RSC^jatter was ^HliHH|||^and his 

who were not arrested, were 
requested to leave the United States within 48 hours . 

The Cuban Ambassador stated that the cooperation 
of Cubans in the United States with the Cuban revolutionary 
government should be treated with the greatest respect and 
that in the future utmost effort must be put forth to avoid 
jeopardising valuable contacts of the Cuban revolutionary 
government in the United States, 
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The Cohen Ambassador else stated that the American 
authorities at times appear to be slew to act, but once they 
do, it is obvious that they know what they are doing and 
that there has been an appropriate cheek made before any 
detentions are made in order to avoid the arrest of diplomats 
who actually enjoy diplomatic immunity.

The Cuban Revolution’s An- 
niversary Celebration 

The central themes of 
yesterday's anniversary cele- 
bration were Cuba's continuing 
determination to spearhead the 
spread of Communism in the 
western hemisphere and to build 
up strength to protect the rev- 
olutions at home. 

Fidel Castro's speech, his 
first public address since 1 
November, was devoted in large 
part to efforts to rebut and 
ridicule President Kennedy's 
speech of 29 December in Miami. 

Castro also stressed Cuba's 
role as an example for all the 
"captive'* peoples of Latin 
America, singling out Venezuela 
— as other top Cuban leaders 
have done recently — as one nation 
where the people are beginning 
to "awake and struggle." 

The speech gave no evidence 
of any intent on the part of 
the regime either to modify its 
ties with the Sino-Soviet bloc 
or to alter its internal policies 
significantly. Castro em- 


phasized that Cuba’s place 
would always be "within the 
Socialist camp." His ref- 
erence j to the "public dis- 
crepancies between large 
forces of the Socialist camp” 
apparently was an attempt 
by him both to increase Cuba's 
prestige within the Socialist 
camp by urging its unity and 
to pass off Cuba as the equal 
of all the other members of 
the bloc.

On January 17, 19^3 , flH|, who haj e £ucnisJaed 
reliable information in the past, furnishecV'tMrulren photographs 
which he obtained from the offices of the Fair Play for Cuba 
Committee (FPCC), 799 Broadway, New York City. The return 
address on the envelope in which they were mailed indicated 
they were sent from the offices of the Ministry of the Interior, 
Havana, Cuba. Accompanying the photographs was an article 
captioned, "The January 2 Military Parade", which reads as 
follows :

"The military parade held on January 2 of this year 
at the Plaza de la Revolucion in Havana showed the world the high 
level of organization of the Cuban Armed Forces, leaving no 
doubt as to their readiness to defend the territorial integrity 
of the small Caribbean island and to do their share in preserving 
world peace. 

"This parade is held every year as part of the program 
celebrating the anniversary of the Cuban Revolution. Delegations 
from sixty-one countries and all continents were greatly 
impressed by the martial bearing and discipline of the soldiers 
and sailors, the male and female detachments of the National 
Revolutionary Militia, and the troops in command of heavy artiller 
tank units, and powerful ground-to-air and ground -to -water missile 


"Prime Minister Fidel Castro, Commander-in-Chief of 
the Revolutionary Armed Forces, and the President of the Republic, 
Dr. Osvaldo Dorticos, were accompanied on the main stand by 
hundreds of visitors from foreign lands, among them the fourth 
Soviet astronaut. Lieutenant Colonel Pavel Popovich. 


"Over half a million people thronged the square and 
neighboring areas to see the parade and hear the guiding words 
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Re: The January 2 Military Parade 


"of the leader of the Revolution, Major Fidel Castro. The 
parade and speech were broadcast to all of Cuba and the world, 
using the full facilities of the Cuban radio and television 
network. 


"In his hour-and-a-half address the Prime Minister 
analyzed different aspects of the revolutionary work taking 
place in Cuba. He stressed the point that the main guarantee of the 
consolidation of the Cuban Socialist Revolution is the fact that 
it is already entering its fifth year of triumphant development. 

"•We are for peace, 1 said M^jor Fidel Castro, ‘but if 
we are attacked we are going to fight them with everything we 
have . • 


"He added later: ’And the solidarity of the socialist 
camp has been an effective weapon against imperialist aggression. 
In that guarantee we do believe, in the guarantee given us by 
two things: our readiness to fight to the last man and the 
solidarity of the socialist camp. But we do not believe in the 
words of the imperialists. • 

"He also stated: ’Our task is to unite, within and 
without... to struggle for the unity, on the basis of principles, 
of the socialist family, of the socialist camp. This is the line 
of our people. ’ 

"In his speech. Prime Minister Fidel Castro again 
denounced the threats and aggressive plans of imperialism and 
reaffirmed the readiness of the revolutionary Cuban people to 
combat them. 

"CAPTIONS: 

”l. Ground-to-air missiles, the most modem means of anti- 
aircraft defense, are applauded as they pass the main stand. 

"2. A partial view of the foreign delegations invited to the 
celebration of the fourth anniversary. 

"3. Several women's militia detachments parade in perfect 
formation.

"4. Infantry troops of the Army of the West. 

"5. Powerful Mig fighters, models 15* 19 and 21, fly over 
the Plaza de la Revolucion . 

"6. As a finale to the military parade, two ground-to-water 
missiles. 

”7. Mighty T-34 tanks, equipped with 85mm. guns, parade in 
formation. Tanks of this same model helped to defeat the 
mercenary invasion in April, 1961. 

"8. The people cheer the well-known Katlushka rockets. 

"9. Many 75mm anti-aircraft guns were also in the parade, 

”10. Heavy helicopters fly through the cloudless winter sky. 

"11. The martial hearing of students from the Naval Training 
Center won great applause from the people. 

"12. Major Fidel Castro addressed the people of Cuba after the 
January 2 military parade, stating once again that the Cuban 
people are fighting for peace, but that they will combat the 
enemy with all their weapons if they are attacked. 

"13 . A general view of the mass rally held in the Plaza de la 
Revolucion of Havana on the occasion of the fourth anniversary 
of the Cuban Revolution.

The April 6, i960, edition of "The New York 'Times" 
newspaper contains a full page advertisement captioned "What . 
Is Really Happening In Cuba," placed by the Fair Play for 
Cuba Committee (FPCC). This advertisement announced the 
formation of the FPCC in New York City and declared the 
FPCC intended to promulgate "the truth about revolutionary - 
Cuba" to neutralize the distorted American press. 

"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a nearing conducted before the United States 
SenatelnternalSecur^^Subeommittee on January 10, 1961 , 

identified himself and 

asjjmU^ofthe FPCC . He also testified he andBHMT^ 
obtained funds from the Cuban Government which were app li ed 
toward the cost of the afore-mentioned advertisement. 

On October 3, i960, advised that the 

Socialist Workers Party (SWP) in New York had become active 
in the FPCC, and that SWP members. In an FPCC election, had 
been able to remove several Communist Party (CP) members, who 
were on the Executive Board of the FPCC and gain control of 
the organization.

(Continental Congress for Solidarity with Cuba) 
(CCSC) 

The Portuguese language daily newspaper, "0 Estado 
de Sao Paulo", published at Sao Paulo, Brazil, in its edition 
of February 5 * 1963 # contained an article which stated that 
the Organizacao Agraria Interamericana (interAmerican Agrarian 
Organization) (IAO) in Mexico qualified the CCSC, which is 
to take place in Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, in March 1963, as 
a "red conspiracy in America". The IAO appealed to rural 
inhabitants of the continent not to attend this reunion. 

The IAO, according to the article, stated that the 
purpose of the CCSC is solely "to establish agreements to 
organize popular forces throughout America for the purpose 
of aiding the first continental socialist revolution and 
accelerating the advent of oligarchies which will be called, 
as in Cuba, 'Government of National Liberation, Popular, 
Democratic and Progressive*". The IAO, the article continued, 
said that the organizers of this reunion concede special 
Importance to the fact that a great number of Latin American 
countries are holding elections this year, which will offer a 
major field for Castro propaganda. The IAO warned that the 
subversive movements which have occurred lately in various 
American countries, as in Peru, Venezuela and Columbia, are 
tied to the propaganda of Fidel Castro, "which incites revo- 
lutions in the entire continent by means of the so-called 
movements of national liberation". 


Contin uing , the article declared that the Communist 
journal, "El Popular" ("The People" ) (of Montevideo, Uruguay), 
stated on the previous day that the following are among the 
people who would participate in the CCSC: 
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The "El Popular" article further stated that students 
and North American intellectuals, as well as leaders of the 
National Liberation Movement of Venezuela would also attend 
the CCSC. 
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
